Registered Residence Listings 
Under Scrutiny by City Clerk

A thorough check of voters registered in Palm Springs 


Conncilmanic District No. 6 was under w ay today following 


protests of “irregularities” in registered residence listings. 


It was reported the probe was 
undertaken because of voter reac­ 
tion to a letter from District At­ 
torney William 0. Mackey regard­ 
ing approximately 200 voters. 
City Clerk Shirley Henry told the 
Desert Sun that she had obtained 
the list of 200 voters whose resi­ 
dence listing on district registra­ 
tions has been questioned from 
councilmanic candidate Mrs. Kath­ 
ryn Price. 
Mackey suggested to The Desert 
Sun today that the list be obtained 
from Mrs. Price. He emphasized 
that the list given him was "not 
an official list," and that there 
was “ nothing certain about it." 
Mackey 
said 
that 
his office 
“ couldn't go check each individual 
person listed." He indicated that 
he had received the list from the 
county clerk's office. 
The district attorney wrote a let­ 
ter March 12 to each of the per­ 
sons on the list. The letter stated 
his office had received “ a list of 
irregularities” in the residence of 
individuals as voters in the vari 
ous Palm Springs precincts,” and 
continued that the recipient of the 
letter was on the list. 
The letter stated it brought the 
listed residence addresses to the 
recipients’ attention so that "you 
can correct your home address.”

SAYS SCIENTIST 


Habits Primitive 


By JEANNE LESEM 


NEW YORK 
(U P I)- A Public 
Health Service anthropologist says 
modern 
living 
conditions 
give 
American children primitive eat­ 
ing habits. 
Margaret Lantis named snacks, 
coffee breaks, refrigeration and 
self-service merchandising as cul­ 
tural factors adversely affecting 
youngsters’ food habits. 
She said they encourage piece­ 
meal eating as in primitive cut 
tures, 
where 
children pick 
up 
what they can find, beg or take 
leftovers or food rejected in prep­ 
aration by their elders. 
In a paper delivered before a 
nutrition education conference in 
Washington, D.C., Dr. Lantis criti­ 
cized self-service merchandising in 
stores and vending machines for 
offering 
small 
choices 
between 
many kinds of one food, instead 
of large choices between basically 
different foods. 
"It is more important for a 
child to choose between a candy 
bar and an apple—and to have 
both equally available and tempt­ 
ing—than for him to choose from 
12 chocolate bars, in reality choos­ 
ing only between a gold wrapper 
and a silver wrapper," she said. 
She added that the wide avail­ 
ability of snack food and soft 
drinks in variety and drug stores, 
apparel shops, filling stations and 
chibs also encourages poor nutri­ 
tion. 
Dr. 
Lantis suggested that an 


educational program be launched 
to halt the trend—that children 
be taught good food buying hab­ 
its as they are taught good auto­ 
mobile driving habits. 


'In 
more 
school 
systems, 
classes should be taken to large 
bakeries, 
slaughterhouses, 
any 
available food procewing centers 
as routinely as they are taken to 
museums. 


To help them make wise food 
choices, Dr. 
Lantis urged 
that 
vending 
machines 
carry 
dried 
and 
candied 
fruit 
as 
well 
as 
candy bars.

C om pulsive Influences 
In eith er case th ere is going to 
be difficulty in form ing an identi­ 
fication with the 
p aren t 
of 
the 
sam e sex. Often this tends to throw 
the child too m uch tow ard*the p a r­ 
ent of the opposite sex w here he 
takes on attitu d e! and values in­ 
appropriate to his own sex. Since 
the child cannot feel wholly m ascu ­ 
line or fem inine (w ith a value sy s­ 
tem taken from the parent of the 
opposite sex) he tends tow ard a c ­ 
tivities outside the hom e that will 
help 
him 
Inw ard 
identification. 
These activities m ay range from 
flyng to sexual preoccupations. 
N either flying nor sex are neu­ 
rotic activities until they becom e 
com pulsions in the service of rein ­ 
forcing one's inadequate identifica­ 
tion. We are all fam iliar with the 
m ale w ho counts his m asculinity 
by the notches on his belt of con­ 
quest and the girls w ho cannot feel 
wholly fem inine until subdued by 
m an. A p roper parental m odel 
would possibly have helped to cir- 
cum bent those com pulsions. W hen 
you feel like n m an o r woman you 
don't have to spend yo u r life prov 
•ng it. 
Outside 3oosters 
W om en som etim es will make too 
much of sm all things as a m eans 
to bolster th eir feeling of fem inin­ 
ity. They m ay insist th a t men light 
their cig arettes or open doors for 
them. T hey m ay feign helplessness 
while 
having 
the 
uneasy feling 
that they a re stro n g er and a bit 
m ore m asculine than the m ales in 
their com pany. 
Too often a w om an m ay expect 
m an to m ake h er feel like a 
woman because the inner fem inine 
idntification 
is 
lacking. 
She ex ­ 
pects som eone else to give here 
feeling she is unable to have h e r­ 
self. She frequently finds herself 
involved w ith m en who them selves 
are struggling w ith the problem of 
identification. 
The sam e type of m en focus on 
the trivial to enhance th e ir feelings 
of 
m asculinity.

avoid doing dinner dishes or any 
other chore th a t m ay have a fem ­ 
inine tinge.

Hints on Cut Flowers

Cut Iris when the buds are be­ 
ginning to open, plunge immedi­ 
ately into cold w ater. It Is Inter­ 
esting to waich the buds open suc­ 
cessively. Snap off all fading flow­ 
ers 
Half the ravs of calendulas 
should be open at the tim e of cut­ 
ting. Ire cubes should be placed 
in the vase of water for this plant 
If the stem s show a collection of 
slime after awhile plunge 
them 
into hot water. 
Gardenias are Tender 
When gardenias

they 
have no stem through which to 
absorb water so sprinkle the blos­ 
soms and leave, w ith w ater and 
when they are not in use, put them 
in a refrigerator. 
Tulipa, jonquils, an d daffodils: 
do not wait for the petals to un­ 
fold before cutting.

put the stem tips in boiling water 
for one minute than change to cold 
water. If too long a period elapses 
hefore they are placed in a con­ 
tainer of w ater the stem s are lia­ 
ble to become limp.
